A.CT  OF  Congress  approved  June  21, 1902,  and  amendment  of  April  27, 
1906,  providing  for  commutation  for  good  conduct  for  United  States 
prisoners. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  That  each  prisoner  who  has  been  or 
shall  hereafter  be  convicted  of  any  offense  against  the  laws 
)f  the  United  States,  and  is  confined,  in  execution  of  the 
udgment  or  sentence  upon  any  such  conviction,  in  any 
Jnited  States  penitentiary  or  jail,  or  in  any  penitentiary, 
)rison,  or  jail  of  any  State  or  Territory,  for  a  definite  term, 
ther  than  for  life,  whose  record  of  conduct  shows  that  he 
Las  faithfully  observed  all  the  rules  and  has  not  been  sub- 
3cted  to  punishment,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduction 
’om  the  term  of  his  sentence  to  be  estimated  as  follows, 
iommencing  on  the  first  day  of  his  arrival  at  the  peniten- 
ary,  prison,  or  jail: 

Upon  a  sentence  of  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more 
lan  one  year,  five  days  for  each  month. 

Upon  a  sentence  of  more  than  one  year  and  less  than 
3ree  years,  six  days  for  each  month. 

Upon  a  sentence  of  not  less  than  three,  years  and  less 
Lan  five  years,  seven  days  for  each  month. 

Upon  a  sentence  of  not  less  than  five  years  and  less  than 
iN  years,  eight  days  for  each  month. 

‘Upon  a  sentence  of  ten  years  or  more,  ten  days  for  each 

onth. 

When  a  prisoner  has  two  or  more  sentences  the  aggregate 
*  his  several  sentences  shall  be  the  basis  upon  which  his 
eduction  shall  be  estimated. 
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Sec.  2.  That  in  the  case  of  convicts  in  any  United  States 
penitentiary  the  Attorney  General  shall  have  the  power 
to  restore  to  any  such  convict  who  has  heretofore  or  who 
may  hereafter  forfeit  any  good  time  by  violating  any  exist¬ 
ing  law  or  prison  regulation  such  portion  of  lost  good  time 
as  may  be  proper,  in  his  judgment,  upon  recommendations 
and  evidence  submitted  to  him  by  the  warden  m  charge. 
Restoration  in  the  case  of  United  States  convicts  confined 
in  State  and  Territorial  institutions  shall  be  regulated  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  governing  such  institutions, 

respectively. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  ana  be  in  force 
from  and  after  thirty  days  from  the  date  ot  its  approval, 
and  shall  apply  only  to  sentences  imposed  by  courts  sub¬ 
sequent  to  the  time  that  this  act  takes  effect,  as  herembe 
fore  provided.  Prisoners  serving  under  any  sentence 
imposed  prior  to  such  time  shall  be  entitled  and  receive 
the  commutation  heretofore  allowed  under  existing  law« 
Such  existing  laws  are  hereby  repealed  as  to  all  sentence 
imposed  subsequent  to  the  time  when  this  act  takes  efiecl

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  That  every  prisoner  who  has  been  or 
nay  hereafter  be  convicted  of  any  offense  against  the 
Jnited  States,  and  is  confined  in  execution  of  the  judg- 
nent  of  such  conviction  in  any  United  States  penitentiary

>r  prison,  for  a  definite  term  or  terms  of  over  one  year, 
yhose  record  of  conduct  shows  he  has  observed  the  rules 
>f  such  institution,  and  who  has  served  one-third  of  the 
otal  of  the  term  or  terms  for  which  he  was  sentenced,  mav 
>e  released  on  parole  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  superintendent  of  prisons  of  the  Depart- 
aent  of  Justice  and  the  warden  and  physician  of  each 
Jnited  States  penitentiary  shall  constitute  a  board  of 
■arole  for  such  prison,  which  shall  establish  rules  and 
3gulations  for  its  procedure  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
attorney  General.  The  chief  clerk  of  such  prison  shall  be 
lerk  of  said  board  of  parole,  and  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
iach  prison  as  often  as  the  regulations  of  such  board  shall 
rovide:  Provided ,  That  in  every  case  where  a  prison  other 
jian  a  United  States  penitentiary  is  used  for  the  confine¬ 
ment  of  such  prisoners  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney 
eneral  to  designate  the  officers  of  said  prison  who, 
igether  with  the  superintendent  of  prisons,  shall  consti- 
ite  such  board  for  said  prison. 

,  Sec.  3.  That  if  it  shall  appear  to  said  board  of  parole  from 
.report  by  the  proper  officers  of  such  prison  or  upon  appli- 
jition  by  a  prisoner  for  release  on  parole,  that  there  is  a 
tiasonable  probability  that  such  applicant  will  live  and 
main  at  liberty  without  violating  the  laws,  and  if  in  the 
minion  of  the  board  such  release  is  not  incompatible  with 
|e  welfare  of  society,  then  said  board  of  parole  may  in  its 
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discretion  authorize  the  release  of  such  applicant  on  parole, 
and  he  shall  be  allowed  to  go  on  parole  outside  of  said 
prison,  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board,  to  return  to  his 
home,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  including  personal 
reports  from  such  paroled  person,  as  said  board  of  parole 
shall  prescribe,  and  to  remain,  while  on  parole,  in  the  legal 
custody  and  under  the  control  of  the  warden  of  such  prison 
from  which  paroled,  and  until  the  expiration  of  the  term 
or  terms  specified  in  his  sentence,  less  such  good  time 
allowance  as  is  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  by  act  of 
Congress;  and  the  said  board  shall,  in  every  parole,  fix  the 
limits  of  the  residence  of  the  person  paroled,  which  limits 
may  thereafter  be  changed  in  the  discretion  of  the  board: 
Provided.  That  no  release  on  parole  shall  become  operative 
until  the  findings  of  the  board  of  parole  under  the  terms 
hereof  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  i 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  the  warden  of  the  prison  or  penitentiary  ' 
from  which  said  prisoner  was  paroled  or  said  board  of ' 
parole  or  any  member  thereof  shall  have  reliable  informa¬ 
tion  that  the  prisoner  has  violated  his  parole,  then  said 
warden,  at  anv  time  within  the  term  or  terms  of  the  f 
prisoner’s  sentence,  may  issue  his  warrant  to  any  officer 
hereinafter  authorized  to  execute  the  same,  for  the  retak¬ 
ing  of  such  prisoner. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  officer  of  said  prison  or  any  Federal  .• 
officer  authorized  to  serve  criminal  process  within  the 
United  States,  to  whom  such  warrant  shall  be  delivered.  » 
is  authorized  and  required  to  execute  such  warrant  by 
taking  such  prisoner  and  returning  him  to  said  prisoD 
within  the  time  specified  in  said  warrant  therefor.  A1 
necessary^  expenses  incurred  in  the  administration  of  thi- 
act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  prison  ii; 
connection  with  which  such  expense  was  incurred,  and 
such  appropriation  is  hereby'  made  available  therefor. 
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Sec.  6.  That  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  of  parole 
held  at  such  prison  after  the  issuing  of  a  warrant  for  the 
retaking  of  any  paroled  prisoner,  said  board  of  parole  shall 
be  notified  thereof,  and  if  said  prisoner  shall  have  been 
returned  to  said  prison,  he  shall  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  appear  before  said  board  of  parole,  and  the  said  board 
may  then  or  at  any  time  in  its  discretion  revoke  the  order 
and  terminate  such  parole  or  modify  the  .terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  thereof.  If  such  order  of  parole  shall  be  revoked 
and  the  parole  so  terminated,  the  said  prisoner  shall  serve 
the  remainder  of  the  sentence  originally  imposed,  and 
the  time  the  prisoner  was  out  on  parole  shall  not  be  taken 
into  account  to  diminish  the  time  for  which  he  was  sen¬ 
tenced. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  board  of  parole  shall  appoint  a  parole 
officer  for  the  penitentiary  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction. 
Subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  such  board,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  officer  to  aid  paroled  prisoners  in  secur¬ 
ing  employment  and  to  visit  and  exercise  supervision 
over  them  while  on  parole,  and  such  officer  shall  have 
such  authority  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board 
bf  parole  may  direct.  The  salary  of  each  parole  officer 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  parole,  but  shall  not  exceed 
bne  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which, 
together  with  his  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
when  approved  by  such  board,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  penitentiary  to 
which  he  is  assigned,  which  appropriation  is  hereby  made 
available  for  the  purpose.  In  addition  to  such  parole 
>fficers  the  supervision  of  paroled  prisoners  may  also  be 
ievolved  upon  the  United  States  marshals  when  the 
Doard  of  parole  may  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  of  the 
•rison  to  furnish  to  any  and  all  paroled  prisoners  the  usual 
ratuities,  consisting  of  clothing,  transportation,  and  five 
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dollars  in  money;  the  transportation  furnished  shall  be  to 
the  place  to  which  the  paroled  prisoner  has  elected  to  go, 
with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  parole.  The  warden  of 
the  prison  who  furnishes  these  gratuities  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  charge  the  actual  cost  of  the  same  in  his  accounts 
against  the  United  States:  Provided ,  however ,  That  when 
any  such  paroled  prisoner  shall  have  received  his  final  dis¬ 
charge,  while  he  is  away  from  such  prison,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  no  further  gratuities  provided  for  discharged 
prisoners  under  existing  law. 

Sec.  9.  That  whenever  any  person  has  been  convicted 
of  any  offense  against  the  United  States  which  is  punish¬ 
able  by  imprisonment,  and  has  been  sentenced  to  impris¬ 
onment  and  is  confined  therefor,  in  any  reformatory  insti¬ 
tution  of  any  State  in  accordance  with  section  fifty-five 
hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  or  other 
laws  of  the  United  States,  then  if  such  State  has  laws  for  the 
parole  of  prisoners  committed  to  such  institutions  by  the 
courts  of  that  State,  such  person  convicted  of  any  offense 
against  the  United  States  shall  be  eligible  to  parole  on  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  and  by  the  same  authority  and 
subject  to  recommittal  for  violation  of  such  parole  in  the 
same  manner,  as  persons  committed  to  such  institution^ 
by  the  courts  of  said  State,  and  the  laws  of  said  State  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  parole  of  prisoners  and  the  supervision  thereof 
in  such  institutions  are  hereby  adopted  and  made  to  apply 
to  persons  committed  to  such  institutions  for  offenses 
against  the  United  States.  The  necessary  cost  of  parole 
and  supervision  of  such  prisoners  to  the  State  where  such 
institution  is  located  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States 
out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  prisoners  con¬ 
fined  in  State  institutions,  which  appropriation  is  hereby 
made  available  for  the  purpose.  No  such  prisoner  shall 
be  entitled  to  go  on  parole  until  the  Attorney-General  shall 
have  approved  the  order  therefor:  Provided,  That  when  a 
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prisoner  is  committed  to  such  institution  outside  of  the 
State  where  he  lives  he  may  be  permitted  by  his  parole  to 
return  to  his  home,  and  in  such  case  the  supervision  of 
such  prisoner  on  parole  shall  devolve  upon  the  marshal  of 
the  district  where  said  prisoner  lives,  and  in  case  such 
prisoner  should  violate  his  parole  a  warrant  for  his  recom¬ 
mitment  shall  be  delivered  to  and  executed  by  said 
marshal. 

Sec.  10.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  impair  the  power  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  grant  a  pardon  or  commutation  in  any  case,  or  in 
any  way  impair  or  revoke  such  good  time  allowance  as  is 
or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  act  of  Congress.

The  following  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
and  discipline  of  the  prisoners  in  the  United  States  -Peni¬ 
tentiary  at  McNeil  Island,  Wash.,  are  hereby  promulgated 
under  authority  of  section  4  of  an  act  approved  March  3, 
1891,  entitled  “An  act  for  the  erection  of  United  States 
prisons  and  for  the  imprisonment  of  United  States  pris¬ 
oners,  and  for  other  purposes,”  and  section  1  of  an  act  of 
(Congress  (sundry  civil)  approved  March  3,  1901.  These 
rules  and  regulations  supersede  all  others  heretofore  pro¬ 
mulgated  for  this  purpose. 

The  warden  of  said  penitentiary  is  hereby  ordered  to  see 
rthat  these  rules  and  regulations  are  strictly  and  impartially 
enforced.

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  following  rules  and 
regulations  which  have  been  issued  by  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  for  your  guidance  and  government.  Read  them  often 
and  study  them  carefully,  because  it  is  only  by  strict  obe¬ 
dience  to  the  rules  and  straightforward,  manly  conduct, 
that  you  will  be  able  to  retain  the  privileges  which  were 
given  to  you  on  your  entry  into  this  penitentiary,  to  obtain 
the  deduction  from  your  term  of  imprisonment  which  the 
law  allows  for  good  conduct,  and  to  earn  the  right  to  be 
paroled.

RULES  FOR  PRISONERS. 


1.  When  admitted  into  this  penitentiary  a  book  of  rules 
will  be  furnished  to  you,  and  it  will  be  greatly  to  your 
interest  and  benefit  to  study  the  rules  carefully.  Remem¬ 
ber  that  ignorance  of  the  rules  will  not  be  taken  as  an 
excuse  for  wrongdoing.  If  you  can  not  read,  the  rules 
will  be  read  and  explained  to  you  by  the  deputy  warden 
or  some  other  officer  designated  for  that  purpose.  When 
in  doubt  about  the  meaning  of  a  rule,  ask  the  proper 
officer  for  instructions. 

2.  When  admitted  into  this  penitentiary  you  will  be 
placed  in  the  first  grade,  which  will  entitle  you  to  all  of 
the  privileges  which  you  can  have  while  here.  These 
privileges  are  specified  in  a  subsequent  part  of  these 
rules,  and  can  only  be  retained  by  good  conduct.  Bad 
conduct  will  bring  you  down  to  the  second  grade,  where 
the  privileges  are  restricted,  and  continued  bad  conduct 
will  eventually  bring  you  down  to  the  third  grade,  wherein 
no  privileges  are  allowed.  The  first  grade  will  be  char¬ 
acterized  by  the  figure  1  on  the  left  breast  of  the  blouse 
and  on  the  front  of  the  cap;  the  second  grade  will  have 
the  figure  2,  and  the  third  grade  the  figure  3.  The  figures 
will  be  of  white,  2  inches  high  for  the  blouse  and  1  inch 
high  for  the  cap. 

3.  You  should  most  jealously  guard  your  conduct  in 
the  first  grade,  because  when  that  grade  is  once  lost  it 
may  never  be  regained. 

4.  A  prisoner  who  has  been  reduced  in  grade  on  account 
of  bad  conduct,  and  who  has  served  at  least  90  days  in 
the  lower  grade  without  serious  report  against  him  may 
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make  written  application  to  the  warden  for  restoration 
of  grade.  This  application  must  contain  a  promise  to 
obey  the  rules,  and,  upon  consideration  of  it,  the  warden 
may,  in  his  discretion,  restore  the  prisoner  to  the  next 
higher  grade. 

5.  The  warden  must  exercise  great  care  in  restoring 
prisoners  to  the  first  grade,  because  this  grade  includes 
only  those  prisoners  whose  record  of  conduct  is  good. 

6.  When  you  are  admitted  to  this  penitentiary  you  will 
be  required  to  sign  an  order  authorizing  the  warden,  or 
his  agent,  to  open  and  read  your  mail,  before  permission 
will  be  given  you  to  write  letters  and  receive  mail. 

7.  You  must  remember  that  the  privileges  which  are 
given  to  prisoners  in  the  first  and  second  grades  are  privi¬ 
leges — not  rights — and  will  only  be  given  subject  to  the 
rules  of  the  penitentiary. 

8.  You  must  obey  the  orders  of  officers  and  directions 
of  foremen  without  reply  or  argument.  When  the  orders 
of  officers  and  the  directions  of  others  conflict,  obey  the 
officer. 

9.  You  must  keep  your  person,  clothing,  bedding,  cell, 
and  library  books  clean  and  neat. 

10.  You  must  wear  your  outer  shirt  when  at  work, 
unless  by  special  permission  of  your  guard. 

11.  You  must,  when  leaving  your  cell,  open  and  close 
the  door  without  noise  and  stand  at  the  cell  door  when¬ 
ever  required  for  count. 

12.  You  must  go  into  your  own  cell  when  returning  to 
the  cell  house.  If  found  in  the  wrong  cell  you  will  be 
punished. 

13.  You  must  transact  all  of  your  business  through  the 
warden’s  office.  Any  attempt  to  smuggle  clandestine 
letters  into  or  out  of  the  penitentiary  will  be  severely 
punished. 

14.  You  must  make  a  written  request  for  all  interviews 
with  the  warden  or  deputy  warden. 
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15.  You  must  obtain  permission  of  the  guard  or  foreman 
under  whom  you  are  employed  before  approaching  the 
warden  or  deputy  warden  to  make  a  request. 

16.  You  must  keep  your  head  erect  and  your  face  to 
the  front  when  marching  in  line. 

17.  You  must  keep  your  place  in  line  after  arriving  at 
the  shop  or  place  of  your  work  until  the  officer  commands 
the  line  to  break. 

18.  You  must  promptly  fall  into  line  for  marching 
whenever  the  officer  commands  you  to  fall  in. 

19.  You  must  see  that  your  clothing  is  in  order  and  your 
shirt  properly  buttoned  at  the  band  whenever  you  leave 
your  cell  for  work,  school,  or  chapel,  or  whenever  you 
leave  your  shop  or  place  of  work;  wear  your  hat  or  cap 
properly,  and  keep  your  hands  out  of  your  pockets.  Avoid 
all  indolence  or  rowdyism  in  your  walk,  manners,  cr 
gestures.  No  ribbons,  badges,  or  decorations,  excepting 
those  authorized  by  rules  or  orders,  will  be  allowed  on 
your  clothing. 

20.  You  must  always  approach  an  officer  or  guard  in  a 
respectful  manner,  uncovering  your  head  if  within  doors, 
and  touching  your  hat  or  cap  if  out  of  doors,  before  speak¬ 
ing  to  him. 

21.  You  must  always  address  an  officer  or  guard  by  his 
last  name,  if  you  know  it,  using  only  the  title  “Mister.” 
If  you  do  not  know  the  name  of  the  officer  or  guard,  say 
“Sir,”’  and  proceed  with  your  communication. 

22.  You  must  promptly  answer  every  officer  who 
addresses  you. 

23.  You  must  speak  distinctly  when  addressing  an 
officer,  and  you  must  remain  at  a  distance  of  at  least  6  feet 
when  talking  to  him. 

24.  You  must  uncover  your  head  when  entering  the 
dining  room,  chapel,  or  any  of  the  offices  of  the  peni¬ 
tentiary,  unless  your  employment  is  such  that  you  have 
special  permission  to  remain  covered . 
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25.  You  must  rise  promptly  when  the  rising  bell  rings 
in  the  morning,  make  up  your  bed  as  instructed,  clean 
your  cuspidor,  sweep  your  cell,  wash  your  face  and  hands, 
and  when  the  cell  door  is  opened  and  the  proper  signal  is 
given  you  must  pass  out  of  the  cell  and  into  the  corridor, 
marching  in  perfect  order. 

26.  You  must  notify  the  officer  who  unlocks  the  range 
if  you  are  sick.  Do  not  remain  in  your  cell  without 
permission. 

27.  You  must  be  sure  that  your  mouth  has  been  rinsed 
out  and  that  there  are  no  tobacco  stains  upon  your  lips  or 
tongue  when  you  go  to  sick  call. 

28.  You  must  go  to  bed  promptly  when  the  retiring  bell 
is  given  at  9  o’clock  p.  m.,  placing  your  shoes  at  the  cell 
door  and  the  rest  of  your  clothing  where  it  can  be  plainly 
seen.  -You  are  liable  to  severe  punishment  if  you  violate 
this  rule. 

29.  You  must  take  your  seat  promptly  on  entering  the 
dining  room,  with  your  head  and  body  erect,  arms  folded, 
and  eyes  to  the  front  until  the  signal  is  given  to  commence 
eating. 

30.  You  must  not  talk  during  the  meal.  Staring  at 
visitors,  officers,  guards,  or  prisoners,  laughing,  fooling,  or 
gazing  about  the  dining  room  are  strictly  forbidden. 

31.  You  must  place  your  knife,  fork,  and  spoon  at  the 
right  side  of  your  plate  when  the  meal  is  finished,  and  then 
sit  erect  with  arms  folded  until  the  signal  bell  is  given. 
You  must  then  rise  and  take  your  place  in  line  and  march 
out  of  the  dining  room  in  an  orderly  manner. 

32.  You  must  stand  at  “ Attention”  in  your  cell,  after 
returning  from  evening  meal,  until  the  count  is  completed. 
When  the  count  is  completed,  you  will  be  notified  by  the 
sound  of  the  gong. 

33.  You  must  not  attempt  to  escape.  If  you  do,  you 
will  be  liable  to  get  hurt,  and,  in  addition,  will  lose  the 
good  time  which  the  law  allows  for  good  conduct. 
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34.  You  must  not  talk  or  communicate  in  any  manner 
with  any  other  prisoner  at  any  time,  excepting  your  cell 

I  mate,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  without  per¬ 
mission  from  the  officer  or  guard  in  charge.  Violations  of 
this  rule  will  be  followed  by  punishment. 

35.  You  must  not  talk  with  any  free  person  without 
i  proper  permission,  and  then  only  in  the  presence  of  an 

officer. 

36.  You  must  not  talk  to  your  cell  mate  in  loud  or 
s  boisterous  tones,  nor  in  a  tone  loud  enough  to  be  heard  in 

the  next  cell. 

37.  You  must  not  talk  to  men  in  other  cells  by  appar¬ 
ently  addressing  your  conversation  to  your  cell  mate. 
Remember,  it  is  a  violation  of  the  rules  to  talk  to  your  cell 
| mate  loud  enough  to  be  heard  in  the  next  cells. 

38.  You  must  not  whistle,  sing,  or  make  any  other  loud 
noise  in  your  cell.  Violators  of  this  rule  will  be  punished 
for  disorderly  conduct. 

39.  You  must  not  draw,  paint,  or  hang  pictures  on  the 
walls  of  your  cell,  nor  in  any  way  mark  or  deface  any  of 
pie  library  books  or  magazines,  or  any  buildings,  walls, 
(furniture,  or  fittings. 

40.  You  must  not  alter  or  deface  your  clothing  in  any 
way,  and  you  must  not  cut  your  shoes.  If  your  clothing 
or  shoes  do  not  fit,  or  are  in  need  of  repair,  report  the  matter 
to  your  officer  and  be  guided  by  his  instructions. 

41.  You  must  not  go  to  bed  in  the  daytime,  excepting 
on  account  of  sickness,  and  with  permission  of  your  officer. 

42.  You  must  not  go  to  bed  with  your  clothing  on,  and 
you  must  not  put  your  shoes  on  the  bed. 

[43.  You  must  not  stop  on  the  range  to  look  into  another 
prisoner's  cell,  or  pass  any  article  into  a  cell,  or  from  one 
:ell  to  another. 

44.  You  must  not  use  your  mirror  to  watch  officers  on 

%j 

he  range. 
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45.  You  must  not  have  on  your  person,  or  in  your  cell, 
any  money,  jewelry,  postage  stamps,  or  valuables,  or  any 
stationery  excepting  that  furnished  you  on  writing  day. 
Pen,  ink,  and  paper  will  be  furnished  you  on  writing  day, 
for  which  your  writing  ticket  will  be  taken  up;  the  ticket 
will  be  returned  when  the  paper,  pen,  and  ink  are  taken 
up.  Paper,  when  not  used  for  a  letter,  must  be  returned. 

46.  You  must  not  at  any  time  have  any  tools  or  weapons 
in  your  cell  or  concealed  on  your  person.  The  presence  of 
tools,  saws,  files,  weapons,  etc.,  in  your  cell  or  on  your 
person  will  be  taken  as  an  attempt  to  escape,  and  will  be 
treated  as  such. 

47.  You  must  not  at  any  time  have  a  knife  in  your  cell 
or  on  your  person  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
warden  or  deputy  warden.  Any  knife  found  in  your  cell 
or  on  your  person  without  authority  will  be  accepted  as 
evidence  of  your  intention  to  injure  some  one,  and  you  will 
be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

48.  You  must  not  carry  a  pencil  or  blank  paper  on  your 
person  or  into  your  cell  without  permission  of  the  warden 
or  deputy  warden.  If  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  use  a  pen¬ 
cil  at  your  work,  it  must  be  left  in  the  custody  of  your 
foreman  or  officer  until  you  return  to  work. 

49.  You  must  not  at  any  time  bring  any  materials  from 
the  shop  to  your  cell . 

50.  You  must  always  use  the  greatest  care  with  your 
work.  Any  injury  or  damage  to  materials  or  property 
caused  by  your  carelessness  will  subject  you  to  punishment. 

51.  You  must  not  leave  your  place  of  work  without  per¬ 
mission  from  the  officer  in  charge. 

52.  You  must  not  communicate  with  other  prisoners 
while  at  work,  excepting  when  absolutely  necessary,  and 
then  only  by  special  permission  of  the  officer  in  charge. 

53.  You  must  not  jostle  or  unnecessarily  brush  against 
any  other  prisoner  or  in  any  way  provoke  him  to  anger. 
Any  trick  by  which  another  prisoner  is  led  into  the  vio- 
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lation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  will  lead  its  author  into 
punishment  by  reduction  of  grade  or  loss  of  good  time. 

54.  You  must  not  attempt  any  familiarity  with  an 
officer.  You  will  be  reported  and  punished  if  you  do. 

55.  You  must  not  place  your  hand  on  any  officer,  fore¬ 
man,  or  guard,  or  get  into  close  contact  with  him.  Any 
act  of  this  kind  on  your  part  will  be  construed  as  an  assault 
on  an  officer  and  will  result  in  your  severe  punishment. 

56.  You  must  not  pass  between  two  officers  who  are 
conversing,  nor  interrupt  an  officer  who  is  talking,  unless 
you  are  a  messenger  charged  by  another  officer  or  guard 
with  urgent  and  important  business. 

57.  You  must  not  receive  anything  whatsoever  from  any 
citizen  or  person  not  connected  with  this  penitentiary  in 
an  official  capacity,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
warden. 

58.  You  must  not  make  any  present  of  any  kind  to  any 
officer,  foreman,  guard,  or  other  employee  of  the  peniten¬ 
tiary,  nor  receive  any  present  from  them  or  either  of 
them. 

59.  You  must  not  ask  any  officer,  foreman,  guard,  or 
employee  of  the  penitentiary  to  buy  anything  for  you,  or 
to  receive  anything  from  your  friends  in  your  behalf. 

60.  You  must  not  ask  any  officer,  foreman,  guard,  or 
employee  of  the  penitentiary,  or  any  person  not  connected 
officially  with  the  penitentiary,  to  mail  or  write  a  letter 
for  you,  unless  you  have  received  the  special  written  per¬ 
mission  of  the  warden  to  do  so. 

61.  You  must  not  make  or  repair  anything  whatever  for 

any  officer,  guard,  foreman,  or  other  employee  of  the  peni¬ 
tentiary,  or  for  any  person  not  officially  connected  with 
ithe  penitentiary,  unless  written  permission  is  first  obtained 
from  the  warden.  ^ 

62.  You  must  not  have  your  mail  addressed  to  you  in 
care  of  any  officer,  foreman,  guard,  or  employee  of  this 
penitentiary,  but  solely  in  care  of  the  warden. 
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63.  You  must  not  chew  tobacco  while  in  line  or  in  the 

dining  room.  » 

64.  You  must  not  spit  or  expectorate  upon  sidewalks  or 
upon  the  floors.  Cuspidors  will  be  provided  for  your  use 
and  you  must  use  them. 

65.  You  must  not  smoke  in  your  cells  between  the 
retiring  and  rising  bells.  Any  violation  of  this  rule  will 
result  in  your  losing  the  smoking  privilege. 

66.  You  must  not  waste  food.  You  must  not  ask  for,  or 
allow  the  waiter  to  place  on  your  plate,  more  food  than 
you  can  eat. 

67.  When  through  with  your  meal,  leave  large  pieces  of 
bread  on  the  left  side  of  your  plate.  The  crumbing  and 
laying  aside  of  small  crusts  of  bread  is  strictly  forbidden. 
Any  prisoner  found  wasting  food  will  be  placed  upon  a 
restricted  diet  until  he  can  refrain  from  wilful  waste. 

68.  Eating  or  dnnking,  either  before  or  after  the  signal 
to  eat  and  stop  eating  is  given;  using  vinegar  in  drinking 
water,  or  putting  meat  on  the  table,  are  strictly  forbidden. 

69.  Hold  up  your  left  hand  for  permission  to  speak  to 
any  officer  about  the  food  or  service  in  the  dining  room. 

70.  Do  not  make  frivolous  and  groundless  complaints 
about  the  food  and  the  service.  Every  effort  is  made  to  get 
the  best  quality  of  food  that  can  be  purchased,  to  cook  and 
serve  it  in  the  best  possible  way,  and  to  have  plenty  for 
all,  and  the  warden  will  promptly  punish  any  prisoner  who 
makes  frivolous  or  groundless  complaints  for  the  apparant 
purpose  of  creating  dissatisfaction  among  the  prisoners. 

71.  Any  complaint  made  by  any  prisoner  about  either 
the  quality  or  quantity  of  the  food,  or  the  manner  of  serv¬ 
ing  it,  will  be  fully  investigated  by  the  warden;  if  the 
complaint  is  justified,  the  matter  will  be  remedied  at 
once;  if  the  complaint  is  groundless,  the  prisoner  making 
it  will  be  punished. 

72.  If  you  are  sick  or  unable  to  work,  report  that  fact 
to  the  officer  in  charge,  and  be  guided  by  his  instructions.

73.  At  the  morning  sick  call,  stand  quietly  in  line  until 
your  name  is  called;  receive  and  promptly  obey  the  physi¬ 
cian’s  directions,  and  again  take  your  place  in  line.  No 
communication  or  conversation  of  any  kind  with  any  other 
prisoner  will  be  permitted  while  in  attendance  upon  sick 
call,  and  any  kind  of  disorder  will  be  promptly  punished. 

74.  If  ordered  by  the  physician  to  the  penitentiary 
hospital  for  treatment,  you  will  be  given  the  best  atten¬ 
tion  and  nursing,  but  to  keep  your  place  in  the  hospital 
you  must  remain  quiet  and  perfectly  obedient,  be  neat 
and  tidy  in  your  habits,  respectful  in  language  to  the  hos¬ 
pital  officers  and  nurses.  No  disorder  of  any  kind  will  be 
tolerated  in  the  hospital. 

75.  Neither  food  nor  medicine  can  be  received  by  any 
prisoner  from  private  individuals. 

76.  No  prisoner  will  be  allowed  to  purchase  any  kind 
of  medicine,  instrument,  or  glasses,  without  the  written 
approval  of  the  penitentiary  physician. 

77.  When  at  work  give  your  entire  attention  to  the  work 
at  hand  and  try  faithfully  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of 
the  foreman  or  officer  in  charge. 

78.  In  talking  to  your  foreman,  confine  your  conversa¬ 
tion  strictly  to  the  work  in  hand.  If  you  have  any  com¬ 
plaint  to  make  against  any  officer,  foreman,  guard,  or 
employee  of  this  penitentiary,  you  will  be  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  make  the  same  in  writing  by  speaking  to  the 
cell-house  guard  at  any  time.  Complaints  which  are 
not  made  in  writing  will  not  be  considered. 

79.  You  are  responsible  for  the  condition  of  your  cell. 
Make  it  your  business  to  see  that  it  is  clean  and  free  from 
vermin.  Should  you  discover  any  vermin  in  your  cell, 
report  the  fact  immediately  to  your  guard. 

80.  All  trading,  bartering,  or  selling,  of  whatever  nature, 
between  prisoners  and  officers,  guards,  foremen,  or  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  penitentiary,  or  citizens,  is  strictly  for¬ 
bidden,  excepting  upon  written  order  of  the  warden. 
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81.  The  making  of  trinkets,  chains,  boxes,  and  similar 
articles  by  prisoners  in  their  cells  or  in  the  shops,  during 
working  hours  or  idle  time,  will  not  be  permitted,  ex¬ 
cepting  upon  the  written  permission  of  the  warden. 

82.  When  in  the  yard  or  in  the  cell  corridors,  or  else¬ 
where  in  the  penitentiary  not  at  work,  if  approached  by 
the  warden  or  deputy  warden,  or  by  a  guard  with  visitors, 
you  must  stand  at  ‘‘Attention”  until  they  have  passed. 

83.  Money  received  here  for  you  will  be  placed  to  your 
credit  on  the  books  in  the  chief  clerk’s  office  and  paid  out 
only  on  your  order,  after  approval  by  the  warden,  or  to 
you  at  the  time  of  your  discharge. 

84.  You  are  not  compelled  to  attend  chapel  service, 
but  because  the  moral  support  of  religious  instruction  is 
necessary  for  all  you  will  be  expected  to  do  so,  unless 
satisfactory  reasons  are  given  to  the  warden  for  not  so 
doing. 

85.  Your  cell  is  subject  to  search  at  any  time,  and  if 
articles  are  found  that  might  be  used  to  injure  persons  or 
property,  you  will  be  dealt  with  as  attempting  to  escape. 

86.  The  good  time  law  is  printed  in  full  elsewhere  in 
this  book.  For  violations  of  any  of  these  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  you  may  lose  part  or  all  of  your  good  time.  A 
record  of  all  violations  is  kept  in  the  warden’s  office,  and 
a  copy  of  this  record  is  sent  to  the  Attorney  General  to  be 
considered  with  every  application  for  pardon  or  com¬ 
mutation  of  sentence. 

87.  The  privileges  referred  to  in  paragraph  2  of  these 
rules  are  as  follows: 

Belonging  to  the  first  grade — 

One  ration  of  chewing  tobacco  or  one  ration  of  smoking 
tobacco  each  week  to  those  prisoners  who  contracted  these 
habits  before  entering  this  institution;  prisoners  will  not 
be  permitted  to  contract  either  of  these  habits  here. 

Privilege  to  write  once  every  two  weeks  to  relatives  or 
friends  on  purely  family,  friendly,  or  business  matters, 
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but  the  use  of  language  intended  to  hurt  the  feelings  of 
others  must  be  avoided. 

Privilege  to  receive  all  proper  letters  which  may  be 
received  in  the  warden’s  office,  subject  to  inspection  under 
the  rules  of  the  penitentiary. 

Privilege  to  receive  one  daily  or  weekly  newspaper,  or 
a  magazine,  direct  from  the  publishers,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  warden. 

Privilege  to  receive  visits  from  relatives  or  friends  once 
every  two  weeks  in  the  presence  of  an  officer. 

Privilege  to  receive  from  relatives  or  friends  family 
photographs,  plain  white  towels,  horn  comb,  hair  brush, 
Itooth  soap,  toothbrush,  small  hand  mirror,  suspenders, 
.plain  white  handkerchiefs,  and  plain  black  ties. 

Privilege  of  writing  extra  or  special  letters  when  author¬ 
ized  by  the  warden  or  deputy  warden,  but  these  letters 
Swill  not  be  passed  out  unless  they  are  shown  to  be  urgent 
br  important. 

Belonging  to  the  second  grade — 

Same  as  for  the  first  grade,  excepting  that  this  grade 
carries  with  it  the  privilege  of  writing  letters  once  in  four 
^eeks  and  receiving  visits  from  relatives  or  friends  once 
In  four  weeks,  only. 

Belonging  to  the  third  grade — 

This  grade  carries  with  it  no  privileges,  and  any  third- 
uade  prisoner  who  is  found  to  have  any  of  the  privileges 
)rovided  for  the  other  grades  will  be  punished,  as  will  also 
he  prisoner  furnishing  tobacco  or  other  forbidden  articles 
o  third-grade  prisoners. 

88.  All  letters  sent  or  received  must  be  written  in  ink 
nd  in  the  English  language,  excepting  those  received 
rom,  or  to  be  sent  to,  a  foreign  country  exclusive  of  Canada. 
Newspapers  are  subject  to  the  same  rule. 

89.  Letters  and  papers  of  every  description  must  be 
aspected  under  direction  of  the  warden  before  being 
hailed  or  delivered. 
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90.  On  the  first  regular  writing  day  after  their  arrival 
here  prisoners  should  inform  their  families  of  the  rules 
governing  the  letter  privileges,  so  that  no  misunderstand¬ 
ing  about  the  matter  can  arise.  This  course  will  avoid 
delay  and  worry  on  the  part  of  relatives  who  may  not 
hear  from  you  as  soon  or  as  often  as  they  might  think  they 
should. 

91.  No  liquids,  tobacco,  cigars,  tooth  powder,  or  food 
will  be  admitted. 

92.  The  punishments  which  may  be  administered  are: 

Reprimand . 

Loss  of  one  or  more  privileges. 

Reduction  in  grade. 

Loss  of  part  or  all  good  time. 

Confinement  in  solitary  cells  with  or  without  hard  labor. 

Confinement  in  dark  cells  on  restricted  diet  and  being 
handcuffed  to  door. 

93.  Lender  the  provisions  of  the  good-time  law,  lost  good 
time  can  only  be  restored  by  the  Attorney  General  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  warden. 

94.  While  you  remain  in  the  penitentiary  and  obey  all 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  everything  will  be  made  as 
pleasant  for  you  as  the  circumstances  will  permit.  You 
will  be  given  an  abundance  of  wholesome  food,  comfortable 
clothing  and  sleeping  quarters,  and  the  best  care  and 
medical  attention  when  sick,  but  you  will  be  expected  to 
cheerfully  and  promptly  obey  all  of  the  orders  of  the 
officers  and  do  whatever  work  may  be  assigned  to  you  to 
the  very  best  of  your  ability.  You  are  able  to  make  your 
imprisonment  pleasant  or  unpleasant,  and  it  will  be  just 
what  you  make  it. 

95.  You  must  not  try  to  escape.  The  officers  and 
employees  have  very  strict  orders  to  prevent  escapes,  anp  j 
if  you  make  the  attempt  you  may  get  badly  hurt  and,  at 
the  same  time,  lose  your  good  time.
